President Roosevelt deals with the 
arbitration treaties recently present- 
ed to the Senate in an editorial ar- 
ticle appearing in the Outlook today. 
He says in part: 


"It is one of our prime duties as 


a nation "to seek peace. It Is an even 
higher duty to seek righteousness. It 
Is also our duty not to indulge in 
shams, not to make believe we are 
getting peace by some patent contriv- 
ance which sensible men ought to 
know cannot work in practice, and 
which if we sought to make it work 
might cause irretrievable harm. 'I 
sincerely believe in the Principle of 
a-rbitration; 1 believe in applying-that 
pitaciple so far as practicable; but I 
IxW/eve that the 'effort to apply It 
jfr'here it is not practicable cannot do 
/Wood and may do serious harm. Con- 
^ifusecJ thinking and a willingness: to 


substitute words for thought, even 
though inspired by an entirely ami- 
able sentimentality, do not tend to- 
ivard sound action. 


"I think that the great majority of 


these persons who advocate any and 
"Ki'Wy treaty which is called a treaty 
far peace or for arbitration .would be 
less often drawn into a position that 
tends to humiliate their country if 
they -would ta3<e the trouble to form- 
ulate clearly and definitely just what 
It is that they desire. 
Of course, 
there are persons wholly Indifferent 
to the national honor and interest, 
who in consequence, cannot be reached 
[by an appeal to national honor and 
Interest: and there are other persons 
jwhose ingrained personal timidity is 
such that they are more afraid of 
.war than of any dishonor, personal 
or national.

to. Now, no moral movement Is per- 
manently helped by hypocrisy. Does 
the proposal. In the treaties, if .en- 
tered into with various nations, bind 
us to arbitrate the .Monroe doctrine, 
the Platt amendment with Cuba,' the 
payment of. state bonds to European 
bondholders, .the question whether 
various .European- .countries- are en- 
titled to the "same concessions that 
Canada Is to -receive under the reci- 
procity agreement, the right of other 
foreign nations to interfere1: In Pan- 
ama, our own right, to exclude-any

clude? If these questions arose I am

willing to think, know perfectly well 
that this country _ would n&t as a 
matter of if act keep an agreement to 
arbitrate all questions of vital honor 
and. Interest, even though it..were .so 
unwise as to make it; and It is a 
wicked thing to put us in a position 
of promising what will not .and can- 
not be performed. . In such a matter 
the indulgence of false pretense in 
the present would with anrab.solute 
certainty be followed by the breaking 
of faith In the .future. 


FATAL- CLAUSE. 


"The fatally objectionable feature 


of the proposed "treaty Is the clause 


providing "that the joint high com- 
mission,, which may. "be composed 
.conclusively of .'nationals' of the two 
countries, but' which, also," may be 
composed exclusively^ of foreigners, 
may, by..unanimous .vote,, or by vote 
of all but; one-of its.members deter- 
mine that any given question might 
be arbitrated.. ..It'is difficult to char- 
acterize this provision .truthfully with- 
out'seeming ft" be ^offensive.

vital importance to the country tha 
it is or is not arbitrable, .can not witr 
propriety be .delegated to any out 
sider ty either the President or th 
Senate. They'are elected to perform 
exactly the vital duties implied in 
such decision. 
If a President, afte 


consulting with hiB constitutional -ad 
visers, the Senate, could not make up 
his own xmlnd about such a vita 
question and had to have it. made u- 
for him by outsiders—-possibly for 
signers, and certainly not responslbl 
to the people—^it would be proof pos 
itive that he was not fit to hold th 
exalted position to which he had been 
elected-. 
A President unfit to, make 


such, a decision himself an'a willing 
to have somebody else make it fo 
him would also be,unfit to perform 
any of the really Important duties o: 
the presidency.

"We, the 
people of the United 


States, cannot and will not surrender 
to, outsiders the power to determin 
whether or not we are fit to decld'.

other words, .Uncle. Sam does not in- 
tend to wrong any one, but neither 
does he intend to bind himself, if'his 
pocket Is picked, his house burglar- 
ized or his face slapped, to 'arbitrate 
with; the- wrong-doers, and1 as long 
as he does not-intend so .to bind him- 
self, it. would be' offensive hypocrisy 
for,,him to say that he .will so bind

PEACEFUL StrBSTTTUTES.

"It is,our duty, -so far as.now pos- 


.slble, so far as human., nature in the 
present day world wili-permit, to try 
to provide peaceful substitutes for 
war as a method for the settlement 
of international-disputes. 
But prog- 
ress in this -direction is merely, hin- 
dered .by the folly, that believes .in 
jputting peace., above righteousness; 
while -,it is of course even worse to 
pretend so to believe. 
The greatest 


service this 
nation 
can render to 


righteousness Is to. behave with scrup- 
ulous justice to.other nations, and yet 
to 'keep ready to hold its own If neces- 
sary. 
Our .chief usefulness to .hu- 


manity rests In bur-combining power 
with high purpose. Power undirect- 
ed by high . purpose, spells calamity; 
and high purpose by itself is utterly 
useless if the power to put it into 
effect is. lacking. ' In the history of 
our country the. peace advocates who 
treat pea.ce . as more than rlghteous- 
:riess will never be and never have 
been of .service either to it ot- to 
mankind. 
The true lovers of peace, 


the men who have.,really helped on- 
ward the" movement for peace, have 
been those who followed, even though 
afar off, - the footsteps of Washing- 
ton and Lincoln and stood for right- 
eousness as the supreme end of na- 
tional life. 
Only .by acting on these 


principles, only by following in the 
footsteps of these great Americans "of 
the-past, can we of the .present gen- 
eration effectively work for ana se- 
cure the peace of righteousness."

man said something'I could riot-hear 
and. then I-.heard him say, .Til show 
you I'm going: to., end it.'

"For a minute the man stood look- 
ing at her and then I heard him say,

shot her.

-friends In Richmond and Jf T, Itol.d on 
him he would have me killed'some-- 
how. 
He said nobody ' would; believe 


my .story if I appeared in ,the court 
against him, anyway, .and I had better 
get out. 
He said he would give me 
some money and a suit of clothes If I 
would go away. 


"I told the man I -would go away. 


Then he told me to come to Beattie's 
the next day and there would be some 
money for me.:. I went and he got 
some, money. . and 
bought a suit of 


clothes. I stayed in South Richmond 
for two days then, butl was so scared 
and got so. nervous after that two 
days I took the train to this place."

Beulah left Henrico jail in an au-:

There was no demonstration, no 


one not immediately concerned hav- 
ing been 'aware of the girl's plan.

retention of present employes in the 
civil service, and we propose to apply, to 
the employes of the city the same stand- 
ard of efficiency as', operates in similar 
lines of employment -in private life. -

Shipping at the Mercy of Wind 


and Waves for Many 


Hours. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—One of the most 


violent storms experienced iii many years 
struck Chicago harbor early today and 
lasted -until after daylight. iBetween fif- 
teen and twenty launches,; motor boats 
and sloops In Chicago harbor were caught 
in the storm. One tug-, battling1 against the 
giant waves in an effort to reach the 
freighters Lagonda and Christopher lying 
a mile out, .was capsized.

Three large passenger boats, the Puri- 


tan, the City of Chicago and the City 
of Traverse,, for the safety of which some 
anxiety was felt, put into the harbor 
later.

Benton Transit Company's fleet, a new 
boat, returned to 'the harbor after having 
gone out twenty miles. 


At one time the wind reached a velocity

The 
three parties to the reunion were W. M. 
Mendenhall of this city, Mrs. Minerva

Ramon and Mrs. Mary 


Smith of Livermore. 
Mr. Mendenhall 


crossed the .plains In IS45, while tile two 
women arrived a year later. .

There were not many people. In Cali- 


fornia In those days and these pioneers 
became fast friends. . They have lived 
near each other for nearly..;all of their 
California existence, and the three de- 
termined to have a little reunion in Oak- 
land.

Our esteemed contemporary, the Stockton Mail,1 has-found a 


new argument in favor of the recall. ,We do not say it is .abound 
argument or a polite argument, but we frankly acknowledge that it 
is unique and interesting, and fully as convincing as any- yet; off ered. 
,TJie Mail says the officeholder under the recall will be analogous 
to the mistress in comparison to the wife. But that there may be 
no misunderstanding, we give the argument as it appears in the Mail: 


"It is a notorious fact that a mistress often holds a man's at- 


•tentions in. tighter leash than does a wife, because the man has no 
hold on th« mistress' constancy other than that he can keep.by .daily 
attention to her happiness. The office-holder elected for a definite 
term is like too many husbands. He is too sure of his catch. If will 
"be much better to keep him on his good, behavior by adding the 
variety of a little uncertainty to his good thing. The employe who 
can be fired the very day he fails to do his work well, will work a 
great deal better than the employe who knows he can't be fired for 
any cause."

We will cheerfully admit that the editor of the Mail knows more 


about these things than we do, nevertheless it is our opinion that 
as a general rule, a man is truer to his wife than his mistress, is. 
more loyal to his home than this maison d'amour. The husband, ac- 
cording to our belief, is a better citizen and a more trustworthy 
-member of society in general than the man who maintains an illicit' 
connection. 


'In our opinion our Stockton contemporary's argument is without 


force and effect because based upon an error. 
If its premises and 


conclusions be correct, women would do ;better for themselves to 
discard the relationship of wife and take up that of .mistress. 
The 


: Mail contends that by doing so they "will get lovers who are more 
faithful and devoted than husbands would be. Our Stockton con^, 
temporary assumes that this would be because they would always 
have the recall in their hands; the lover who failed in his duty or 
grew cold in his affections could be recalled and another substituted 
in his place. But what about the effect on society and the family 
relation? 
' 


The subject is not an edifying one, but since it has been pre- 


sented as a serious argument.in a serious discussion, it is worthy of 
examination. It suggests that the recall ought to be extended to 
the state of wedlock. The divorce court now provides for .a modi- 
fied recall, but divorce laws, in theory at least, provide, that the re- 
call shall be based upon positive evidence of misdoing and recre- 
ancy on the part of either husband or wife. 
By substituting the 


relation of lover and mistress for that of husband and wife, either 
party could apply the recall at pleasure. 


Is that the sort of political condition the Stockton Mail consid- 


ers desirable? Apparently it regards the condition as desirable in 
domestic life, or at all events an improvement over the present condi- 
tion, and offers a suggestion as to what should be the condition in' 
official life. Faugh! Likewise phew! 
• 


And still Colonel Roosevelt keeps silent regarding Canadian 


reciprocity and the tariff bills that 'President Taft vetoed.

Suppress Dirty and Dangerous 


The Department of Public Health and Safety has not moved a 


minute too soon in taking steps to compel the nickelodeons to com- 
ply with the fire ancl building ordinances. The recent panic in one 
of those places, in a Pennsylvania town, caused the death of twenty- 
six persons and the maiming of about -. sixty more. Such accidents 
are horrible warnings against permitting people to be huddled to- 
gether in narrow passages in crazy and insecure buildings. 


All sorts of old structures are being utilized for cheap picture 


shows without the slightest regard for the safety of patrons, and 
with as little regard for the health, fire and building ordinances: 
Many of them are mere death traps, ill-ventilated, or not ventilated 
at all, and unprovided with proper exits. A fire or u panic in one 
of them would result in a horror such as recently occurred in Penn- 
sylvania. 


Moreover, some of these cheap, dirty and dangerous places pro- 


vide entertainment that is morally unwholesome, if not absolutely 
depraving. They pander to the tastes of the vulgar and licentious 
and are. therefore not deserving of consideration. They tend to cor- 
rupt the morals and tastes of the young and therefore exer.t an evil 
influence on society. The callous disregard for the health and safe- 
ty of those who attend them that is displayed.by the managers calls 
for interference on the part of the authorities. The public should 
be protected against a class of show business that borders on the 
indecent, and is in open violation.of the law. 


Hon. Oscar W. Underwood, chairman of the Ways and Means 


Committee and Democratic floor leader in the House of Representa- 
tives, says he is unalterably opposed to the recall of judges. Mr. 
Underwood is not in harmony with the Democrats of California, 
who take up with every Populist and. Socialist fad that comes along 
and label it true Jeffersonianism.

It gives us pleasure to 
state that some, varieties of Humboldt apples cannot be excelled 
anywhere. It is surprising that they -are not better known and 
more 'extensively grownl.

of California. Even as far-south.as San Bernardino good apples are 
grown. 
Lake and Mendbcino counties are splendid apple growing 


regions. 
Trinity, Shasta, Siskiyou, Modoc, Lassen, Sierra an'd Plu- 


inas counties produce as'fine apples as are grown-anywhere in .the 
wortd.- - The upper plateaus .of the Sierra Nevada are wonderfully 
adapted to apple culture. The superiority of the. Santa Cruz bell- 
flower is universally acknowledged.; The Pajaro valley is almost 
equally famed for the quality of its pippins.

It" flourishes in- Fresno, ' Tulare, Maripo'sa, Tuolumne, 
Mono, Arnador, Calaveras, Nevada, Placer and Alpine, and does well 
in the foothills in the vicinity of Sacramento. 
All .along the north- 


ern coast splendid apples are grown, and there'is-no reason why 
Eureka should not be the market for a famous apple-gro;wing dis- 
trict. AH the people of Humboldt county. have to do is to plant 
the right kind of apple trees and take care-of them:"' •' ' 


'We have often wondered why the people of the northern coast 


did not go extensively jn-to apple culture. They 'have cheap lands 
and water transportation,- and it has long been: established that the 
apple flourishes there as luxuriantly as the orarige does in River- 
side and San :Bernardino. . Apple' growing, does '. not call for .such a 
large investment as orange growing, and the:returns are even su.rer. 
There is less danger of loss-inasmuch as frost/never kills or dam- 
ages the trees. And apples are always iri demand, for more people 
eat apples than any other kind of:fruit. 


If the Humboldt people-will quit, insurging in politics and go in 


for apple raising, they are bound to grow rich and be happy. Noth- 
ing can stop their prosperity, for they have got the goods.

Also the manner in which he is being utilized for public- 
ity purposes clearly indicates thati he is destinecL-to be the drawing 
card in a freak show. ' It is safe to class him 'with Barnum's wild 
man of Borneo and the Cardiff Giant. Everything relating to him 
indicates 'a put-up job—a studied scheme to bilk the public. He is 
too unsophisticated for a real Indian.

RIGHT NAMES FOR BAD THINGS 
The'suggestion of the chief of the fed- 


CTal Bureau of Entomology, that the so- 
called "house fly." should be renamed 
"typhoid fly," is in accord with.some pre-; 
vlous recommendations of the same char- 
acter, particularly with that which was 
made in behalf of the medical profes- 
sion that the various "malarial" maladies 
should be called "mosquito' fever," 
To 


what extent these suggestions will be 
accepted and popularity acted upon re- 
mains to be seen. But certain It is that 
some-of the new names'correct mischiev- 
ous errors, that they 'are all informing 
and that their general use would do 
much practical good by impressing es- 
seritiaJ facts upon the public mind. 
'.^ho1 name "house fly" is a misnomer, 
because, while that insect does frequent 
houses, it equally frequents every imag- 
inable place of filth and has a pronounc- 
ed • preference for corruption. It might 
be- a question whether it should be called 
the "typhoid fly"- or the "cholera -fly," 
seeing how .it disseminates the latter, dis- 
ease, or by some 'other descriptive name. 
Perhaps, "plague fly" would be best of 
all, if the term, were understood to re- 
fer'generically to all diseases which are 
thus communicable and not specifically 
to one malady which the fly does not 
convey. But the- frequency with which 
the insect is a carrier of typhoid germs 
and the gravity of that disease marff 


the proposed name as sufficently appro- 
priate. 


A worse misnomer still is "malaria;" 


since- it contains., no truth whatsoever 
but, on the contrary, conveys a pernicious 
error. It would be difficult to c'xagger- 
ate the anxiety, the inconvenience and 
deprivation and the actual and serious 
mischief which have been caused by the 
delusion that the diseases in question 
were "in.the air." On the other hand, 
"mosquito- fever" is accurate, because, 
while "malaria!" diseases 
are not tlia 


only' ones which are caused by mosquito 
bites, they are all Invariably due to that 
cause or that medium of con%'eyance. 


It is desirable that these correction* 


of nomenclature should not be dismissed 
with "What's in a name?" For the saka 
of the public health the carriers of dis- 
ease should ba destroyed, and there is 
no surer incentive to their destruction 
than to fix upon them the names of 
their evil qualities. Itf flies should be- 
come in the public mind Inseparably as- 
sociated with typhoid, 
mosquitoes wltll 


the protean forms of "malaria" and raU 
with bubonic and pneumonic plague, tho 
doom of those creatures would be as- 
sured. IMs not a case of giving a dog 
•a bad name and 
hanging him, 
but, 


rather, of giving their right names to 
bad things and thus inciting their de- 
struction for the good of humankind.— 
New York Tribune. 


HOW TO SPEND 
MONEY* 


How to ejiend money, rather than how 


to save, should be the end sought In 
school instruction on the subject, ac- 
cordmg to James L. Stephenson, a Bos- 
ton school principal. In discussing a plan 
to establish savings banks in.schools he 
declared. 


"If anything should be taught In a 


financial way, .It should be on the spend- 
ing of money. It should be remembered, 
after alt, that the chief 
function of 


money is to be spent, not to be saved. It 
is wise to save, but it is wiser to spend 
well." 
, The ;art of spending is one that few at- 
tain. 
Almost anybody can -. get 
rid of 


money—but'that is'not spending, in the 
sense meant by the Boston educator. 


His desire Is to educate the children 


to know the value of' money—not in the 
sense of the "good time" it will buy, but 
in that better sense of the amount of 
clean pleasure it will bring after assur- 
ing to the owner all the necessities and a 
reasonable amount of the luxuries of life. 


In our desire to inculcate foreign thrift 


into Americans, we have overlooked the 
fact that with people abroad spending is 
even more important than saving. It is 
because the French know how to expend 
their revenues that they always are add- 
ing to the Individual and national wealth. 


Inculcate knowledge of how to spend 


and saving will follow. Teaching to save 


without education of how best to econo- 
mize in expenditures merely will hang a 
millstone around the individual's neck.

organizations, 
orphanages 
and 


homes-for the aged would become .un- 
necessary wera our children educated, 
as the Boston professor desires, with an 
understanding that only by tempera-ta 
spending can happiness 
and 
ultimate

ZEBRA TEAM. 


Tho quartet of African'zebras, 
broken 
to bits and bridles, and driven by a lady, 
was-one of the most interesting parts OL 
the parade. It is the first .time that, these 
untrantable animals have been broken to 
harness in the United States, and tne 
first time anything of .the kind has been 
seen in Oakland. 
, 
The gilded wagons, bands galore, herds 
of elephants, teams of 24 camels drawing 
a glittering vehicle, .troops 
of 
Russian 
cossacks and Japanese soldiers, to say 
nothing'Of the. United States troops, were 
enthusiastically received by the hun- 
dreds 
lining the .line of march. 
The rear of the parade was brought up 
by the inevitable calliope, without which 
no circus would be completed and for 
which every child waits with keen ex- 
pectation.

At the circus site, on San Pablo ave- 
nue at Fifty-third street, all was activity 
from an early hour when the city was 
still asleep.

songs of thcs tenderloin are meted out to 
boys and girls through the medium of the 
vaudeville stage,, and although/we.do not 
know it, we are to this extent practically 
clasping hands, with the social'evil, 
"Without liquor this Institution could 
hot thrive, and because woman have suf- 
fered more from the effects of liquor than 
men, 
I believe that their ,power exerted 
in behalf of temperance would be a'strong 


BEUIEVER IN. SUFFRAGE, 


"I am'a believer in equal rights., ^Suf- 
frage will do women i^ood by increasing 
their knowledge'and experience and there- 
by increasing their-, understanding of prob-- 
lems to be dealt with in the community. 
"Woman's greatest charm . lies in her 
ability to sympathize. 
But we cannot 
have true-.sympathy 
unless 
we 
have 
knowledge. We may, .without knowledge, 
be able to pity, but pity is not sympathy. 
"1 believe also that women should ra- 
main In their homes. It is their- first duty 
and privilege to be mothers. Because of 
this they should have every opportunity 
to raise their 
children 
rightly. Our 
homes, fortunately or unfortunately,, are 
a part of a big- community, and do not 
end at .the front door. No matter how 
well .kept tlio home may.be, thei child will 
go to the street to play- Boys and .girls 
seek amusement In the large life of the 
community. 
So it should 'be woman's 
duty.and right to have1/something to sa.y 
about-the general tone of the life of the 
community, mainly in the regulation of 
saloons and determining what 
kind' of 
schools shall be maintained. 
"Suffrage would be an excellent means 
whoreby the mother could protect her 
children, permitting: her to part4cipate in 
civic affairs and clean up the bad spots." 


PASTOR SPEAKS. 


Rev. William Day Simonds, pastor,of 
the First Unitarian Church of Oakland, 
spoke in part as follows: 
"In debating the eighth amendment, 
which if adopted will grant equal suffrage

and through this, wide area 
woman's suffrage has justified every Im- 
portant claim made by its friends and 
answered every serious objection. made 
by its opponents.

"It has been,, said during .this 
cam- 
paign that women do not want the bal- 
lot, that good -women do. not-desira this 
responsibility thrust upon them, but in 
every country 
vrhera 
, "women a suf- 
frage prevails absolutely without excep- 
tion a larger proportion of eligible woman 
voters go to thai-polls than men and the 
longer suffrage is enjoyed by the women 
the 'more faithful they will be to their 
civic duties, and-'It is true of country, and 
state alike. 
"It has been said that granting women 
tha ballot will increase the .number of 
voters without securing to the state any 
important advantage. ' The ftuct is that in 
all counries and states where women 
enjoy the right of franchise thera can o.« 
found the best laws and the most pro- 
gressive Institutions. 


POINTS TO COLORADO. 


"It is a fact that Colorado, a state not 
unlike our own in the character of its 
population^, 
has the 
sanest, the most 
human, the most progressive, - tha' most 
scientific laws relating to the child to 
be found In' any statute books In the 
world. A 16ng list of splendid laws se- 
curing the welfare of 
the 
home, 
the- 
rights of labor, the humane treatment of 
animals,, providing a better care for the 
dependant, tho insane- and the criminal 
have been written-in the statutes of Colo- 
rado by the aid of women. 
"Partial suffrage has been granted to 
women in more than 20 .states of the 
union and not one state has ever taken a 
backward step. The test of experience is 
unqualifiedly in favor of ;equal suffrage."
